The Georgia Senator Introducesa Prohibition Meas- 
ureto Cover the District of Columbia—Com- 
mentonthe Appointment of Matthews— 
Washington Notes and Gossip. 


WasnrxcTon, March 12,—[Special.]—Young 
Senator Kenna, of West Virginia, slender and 
smooth shaven, made a very successful reply 
to Mr. Edmunds, in the senate today. It was 
a reply that Mr. Edmunds felt, and not only 
Edmunds, but .Logan and Sherman. His 
sharp thrusts at these three presidential can- 
didates greatly delighted William M. Evarts, 
who sat listening to him with rapt attention, 
and-who congratulated him in executive ses- 
sion. Mr. Kenna’s gallery audience was not as 
Jarge as that which listened to Mr. Edmunds. 
Popular interest in the debate is on the wane. 


Nor were there as many senators or represent- 


atives on the floor as the previous days, but 
everybody who was present listened and gave 
audible evidence now and then of the appreci- 
ation with which the really clever speech was 
received. 

Mr. Edmunds was not in his seat when Mr. 
Kennabegan. He did not come in for some 
fifteen minutes after. When he first sat down 
he affected great indifference to what was 
being said by Mr. Kenna, opening his morning 
mail and reading his morning newspaper as 
though the speech had no special interest to 
him. But by and by he began to listen, 
and having once begun he listened 
intently to the close. During’ the 
time when Mr. Kenna wasreading the extracts 
from Blaine’s book Edmunds never lifted his 
eyes from a law book, which he picked up as 
soon as Mr. Kenna announced what he was 
about to read, and the leaves of which he 
turned s}owly while Mr. Kenna read Blaine’s 
severe comments, and everbody else in the 
chamber smiled. The Logan episode was fun- 
nier. Mr. Kenua referred to an amendment. 
proposed by Logan in March, 1869, to the ten- 
ure of oftice act declaring vacant in June, 1869, 
all offices which had been filled by appointees 
made before March 4, 1869. Everybody laugh- 
ed atthis. Logan was quietly napping in the 
republican cloak room. While Mr. Kenna was 
reading this an officious page rushed in 
woke him up and he came out rubbing his 
eyes sleepily as hecame. This made every- 
body laugh again. Mr. Kenna laughed so that 
he hesitated for a moment ortwo and Logan 
himself smiled, though he had no clear idea as 
to what he was smiling about. Mr. Sher- 
man took the reading of his letter more quiet- 
ly. 

MORRISON CONFRONTED BY EXPERTS. 

There was another amusing scene inthe 
Ways and means committee roomtoday, Mr. 
Morrison found himself confronted by a dozen 
experts in iron and seel manufacture, who 
told him some things he probably did not 
know before. They showed by facts and fig- 
ures that every reduction yet made in the 
tariff ou iron had crippled American industries 
and helped the English manufacturer. Mr. 
Morriscn interrupted the witnesses time and 


» again, but they came back at him in the most 


Aggressive manner, and to the great amuse- 
ment of the spectators. Mr. Morrison is a 
pretty smart man, but his tariff bill is dead as 
Cwesar’s ehost. 

THE BLAIR BILL. 

The friends of the Blair educational bill do 
not think thatthe adverse action of the edu- 
cational committee on that bill today ends its 
chances in the house. Speaker Carlisle has 
becn against the bill from the first and consti- 
iuted his committee to carry out his own anti- 
quated ideason thissubject. Mr. Morrison 
fights it too, for heand Mr. Carlisle never go 
apart. The friends of the bill will try to bring 
itupinthe housein spite ofthe adverse re- 
port of a fixed committee. 

UNLAWFUL TO BUY, SELL OR BARTER. 

In the senate today Mr. Colquitt,by request,in- 
troduced a bill to provide that it shall be unlaw- 
ful in all that portion of the District of Colum- 
bia lying and being within a radius of one 
ynile of the National Soldiers’ home, after the 
expiration of the licenses now in force, to buy, 
sell or barter, directly or indirectly, any alco- 
holic, . spirituous, malt = or intoxicating 
bitters, or intoxicating bitters, 
or other drinks which if taken to excess will 
produce intoxication. Any porson who shall 
so sell, barter, or give away intoxicating drinks 
within the limit prescribed, contrary to this 
act, shall be subject toa fine of not less than 
$100 nor more than $500, or imprisonment 
from 90 days to one year, or both. 
| The Schuetzen park is excepted from the 
provisions of the act. Referred tothe District 
committe.

DEFENDING THE PRESIDENT. 


Mr. Kenna Makes a Stirring Speech on the 
Pending Question. 

WASHINGTON, March 12.—The senate passed 
an Iowa land forfeiture bill, and Mr. Frye 
asked to be excused from service on the com- 
mittee to escort the remains of Senator Miller 
to California. 

The chair then placed before the senate the 
xesolutions reported from the judiciary com- 
mittee on the relations between the president 
and the senate as to the right of the senate to 
have papers and information relating to sus- 
pensions. 

Mr. Kenna took the floor and ad- 
dressed the senate in opposition to 
the report of the committee. He said he was 
struck, as he had no doubt others were, with 
the anomalies which characterized the pro- 
ceedings of the senate. On the 9th day of this 
‘snopth the senator from Vermont, who, wheth- 
er it be fact or not, was recognized by the 
‘country as the father of this movement of 05- 

-struction to the executive power, had occupied 
-the floor for two or three hours. He had done 
‘£0 with the capacities all knew him to possess. 
‘He had made, it was to be prestimed, as the 
country bad expected he would make, all that 
-could be made of the issues —— in 
“this controversy. . He had arzguéd with elab- 
“Oration and great skill issues of his own crea- 
tion, and had come to confront the member- 
ship of the senate as well as the American 
poor with a proposition very candidly and 
kly stated. In the early part of his dis- 
course he (Kenna) would take the issue as 
that cenator had stated it. Is this body, as a 
part and parcel, aco-ordinate branch of this 
vernment, entitled to call upon the execu- 
tive department in any one of its forms or 
divisions for. and to receive in return such 
documents and pa as come within 
the definitions of public and official papers, as 
laid down by the senator from Vermont. That, 
a6 a primary proposition, was the issue involv-

Senator Edmunds that portion which declares, 
in substance, that any paper written to an 
officer of the government upon which official 
action is based, or designed to influence ofli- 
cial action, isa public paper and illustrating 
his theory by supposing the letter to bave been 
addressed to the president pro tem of the sen- 
ate. Continuing, Mr. Kenna said _ that 
primarily the senator from Vermont, on that 
definition of what constitutes an officia! paper, 
had defined for himself and the senate and the 
country, the issue upon which we were now 
contending. If papers were addressed to the 
president pro tem. in his official capacity, that 
fact alone, according to the senator from Ver- 
mont made an oflicial paper to which every 
department official of this great government 
was entitled. It might come from a Patto- 
wattomie Indian, signed in his 
native dialect, involving the re- 
mote contingency of the scalping 
of officers and members and the senate, and 
yet, according to the definition, it was an ofti- 
cial paper. The senator from Vermont had 
proceeded to demonstrate, assuming his theo 
ries to be correct, that the senate had a right to 
go into every department of the government— 
to the white house, treasury, war and state de- 
partments, whether acting in executive or 
open seesion—ransacking the archives 
of these various departments and 
wringing from them pipers coming 
within the definition he had read, 
And yet the very mockery of this situation 
seemed, by some providential interposition. to 
exhibit itself within a momeut after he had 
concluded, 

No sconer had the honorable senator taken 
his seat than, as is customary in the senate, 
some senator moved that the senate proceed to 
the consideration of executive business, and 
bells which were arranged for the convenience 
of members began to tingle throughuut the 
capitol. 

A body of gentlemen, composing a part of 
a co-ordinate branch of the government, havy- 
ing listened to the argument which undertook 
to say all mankind should have no secret from 
the senate, was admonished by that ringing of 
bells that the time hadcome that the senate 
wculd put on its robes of royal purple. Five 
thousand brave men and fair women were ex- 
yelled fromthe galleries. The eyes of the 
American press were closed. Doors rattle and 
seutinels took their posts, and as a fitting testi- 
mony ut the conclusion of the speech of the 
senator from Vermont, the sen- 
ate was resolved into its ancient 
secrecy, and as the files marched out and the 
officers assumed their posts as guards of the 
sacred privileges of the senate and denied 
everywhere else, the thought came how abun- 
dandantly practices may engraft themselves 
upon human composition and how little reflec- 
tion, perhaps, the members of the senate had 
given tothe fact that for a hundred years or 
more that body had been the star chamber of 
the American republic. Why. the senator 
from Vermont would deny privacy or 
confidence to every paper in every department 
of the government. Let it be secn where 
that might lead. Suppose some respectable 
citizen or some vile man, profiting by the sug- 
gestion of the senator from Vermont, should 
choose to address a letter to the president pro 
tempore of the senate, declaring that the ques- 
tion involved in this debate was purely a moot 
question—that nobody supporting it had any 
faith in it—thatit was only third or fourth 
suggestion of a change of position and Status, 
occupied by those advancing it since the be- 
ginning ofthe controversy, and urging the 
president pro tempore to advocate it on the 
theory that it might prove to be a _ profitable 
make-shift to maintain in their present posi- 
tion a hundred thousand republican oftice hol- 
«<lers, and to prostitute to party ends’ the 
present executive department of the 
government. That might be vile—it might 
come from a vile source, and yet under the 
definition of this issue laid down by the sena- 
tor from Vermont, that would be an official 
paper subject to any uses to which he chose to 
subject it. 

Suppose some vile man should address to the 
presiding officer of the senate, or should have 
done so some weeks ago, a letter in which he 
stated that the president pro tempore was be- 
hind the times; that the senator from Ver- 
mont was moving in advance in this matter; 
that it was a popular issue among the people, 
promising to retain a large number of repub- 
licans in responsible and lucrative positions, 
should say, “Don’t allow him to 
take the advance. Look to the approaching 
national convention in 188%. Look to your 
laurels, Take the floor yourself.” 

“But the question is not up.” 

“Take the floor yourself.” 

“But the senator from Vermont has not yet 
prepared his report.” 

‘Take the tloor yourself. 
be met.” 

“But there is nothing pending in the senate 
on which to take the floor, unless it be the 
silver resolution of the senator from Louisi- 
ana.’’ 

‘Take it notwitbstanding.”’ 

Suppose some vile man, and he would be 
vile to write such a letter, should have ad- 
dressed a communication of that character to 
the president pro tempore, in his ofticial capac- 
ity. That paper, according to the definition, 
would bea paper of which the senate and 
house of representatives and the whole gov- 
ernment would be entitled to. 

Suppose some other vile man should have 
addressed a letter to the presiding officer of 
this body, in which he declared that the presi- 
dent of the United States, in his civil service 
communications, had declared that men were 
to be removed only for cause,and_ that 
senator who took the initiative in framing and 
maturing issues with the executive which 
should have the practical effect of enabling 
the republican majority on the floor of the 
senate to stand between those who hold office 
—having got it under the former administra- 
tions—and those who aspire to hold office un- 
der this administration, would advance himself 
with this vast army of “political implements.” 
That letter, too, would be an official paper 
under the definition laid down by the senator 
from Vermont, to which the senate, house and 
executive, and the judicial departments of the 
government wouid be entitled under any cir- 
cumstances in which they might ask for them. 

The country knew, Mr. Kenna continued, 
that the senator from Vermont was a lawyer 
of ability and a senator of ability. The sen- 
ator from Vermont himself knew that after 
his long years of service in this body and the 
prominent positions which he had occupied 
in it, the press would give respect to 
utterances from him, which the people 
would have the right to receive and 
respect as the nature of judicial declarations. 
Who would undertake to say that any citizen 
would question a statement of facts made on 
the floor by the senator from Vermont? Honor 
which reached that measure in this life was 
not to be despised, but it was an honor that 
carried with it, or ought to carry with it, the 
ful] measure of equal responsibility. 

Mr. Kenna then quoted from the language 
of the majority report of the committee and 
from Mr. Edmunds’s recent speech,to the eftect 
that President Andrew Jackson, like all his 
predecessors and like all his successors until 
today, felt bound to, and did give to 
both houses of congress every information 
that they ever called for, except in the in- 
stance of President Washingten, who, while 
the treaty was pending before the senate, was 
called on by the house for papers and infor- 
mation about it, which President Washington 
had declined, ‘on obvious grounds,” to fur- 
nish. Mr. Kenna denied that the treaty was 
then pending, and read from the proceedings 
of congress and the president’s message to 
show that a copy of the treaty had been sent 
to congress on March 1, 17965, with an an- 
nouncement ef its ratification, while the 
house resolution asking for infermation about 
it was not adopted till March 24. 
Besides, he said, the house resolution especial- 
ly excepted from the call any particulars

| as under any existing negotiations it might not 


be proper to make a public matter of practical 
legislation, Mr. Kerna said, was submitted to 
the house under that treaty. President Wash- 
ing ton was in the executive chair at that time 
—a@ man devoid of partssan prejudice, it ever 
mortal man was;.a noble and disinterested pa- 
trict, if ever mortal man was. What was his 
reply to the call of the house ? 

“It does not occur to me that the inspection of 
the papers asked forcan be relevant to any pur- 
pose under cognizance of the house of representa- 
tives, except that of an impeachment, which the 
resolution has not expressed.” 

There, for the first time, a president 
of the United States, in sole regard for the 
maintenance, dignity and prerogatives of his 
high office, declined to aid the proposed inter- 
meddling by the house with something that 
did not concern it. 

Mr. Kenna was surprised that Mr. Edmunds 
should have said that on the refusal of Presi- 
dent Jackson to send to the senate papers in the 
Witz case, there had been an end of the mat- 
ter between President Jackson and the senate 
as to papers relating to appointments. He 
(Kenna) presumed Mr. Edmunds must have 
forgotten the bitter fight between that presi- 
dent and congress on this question of papers, 
in case of removal .of the secretary 
of the treasury by President Jackson 
for the purpose ef effecting the removal of de- 
posits from the “United States bank.” Mr. 
Clay had then offered a resolution requesting 
the president to inform the senate whether a 
copy of the paper then going the rounds of the 
press was correct, the paper being one ‘‘pur- 
porting to have been read by Presieent Jack- 
son to the heads of departments relating to 
deposits,” ete.,and alleged to have been pub- 
lished by his authority; and the president was 
further requested, if the publication was cor- 
rect, tosend the senate a copy of it. There 
had been no secrecy about that document. 
It had already been spread _ broad- 
cast over the country. But the attempted 
interference of the senate with matters not 
its own was promptly met by President 
Jackson who, in a message, informed the sen- 
ate that he had yet to learn on what constitu- 
tional authority that body had a right to re- 
quire him to account for anything written or 
said to heads of departments. He declined 
copipliance. President Tyler also declined a 
rcquest of the senate for papers touching the 
removal of an oflicer. 

Of course, Mr. Kenna said, no man denied 
the right of the senate to call ona president 
for a private paper—evena private letter in his 
pocket—but norational man. would deny the 
president the equal right to decline to send it 
if he chose sO ae 
Kenna would say, however, that communica- 
tions had been made over and over again dur- 
ing this session of the senate by the present 
executive department touching matters in- 
volved in this controversy. The senator from 
Kentucky (Beck) and from Indiana (Voor- 
hees) knew of cases from their states. Mr. 
Kenna knew of a case from his own state, as 
to which calls had been made bythe senate 
touching the conduct of an office before the 
present incumbents assumed their functions, 
and the papers were sent to the senate as the 
executive had a right to send them on request; 
but that fact had nothing todo with the set- 
tlement of the issue before the senate. It 
had no more to do _ with this geissue 
than had the offer of a man who stole a pig to 
produce thirty men who had not seen him 
steal it. The presidents which went to estab- 
lish constitutional prerogatives were those in 
which precedents had denied the right of the 
senate to receive such papers. Mr, Kenna 
cited a resolution offered in the senate in 
1849 by Senator Bradbury, calling on the pres- 
ident to send to the senate copies of all charges 
proffered or filed in any of the departments 
against individuals who in the charge of ad- 
ministration had been removed from ollice. 
This resolution, Mr. Kenna said, gave rise toa 
long debate and came up in the senate time after 
time, strung out thrugbh the whole session 
aud nearly the whole of the next. There had 
been a change of administration at times and 
somebody had got mad—without meaning to 
convey the remotest intimation that anybody 
was mad now. |Laughter.} Mr. Webster on 
that occasion maintained that the papers ia 
question could not be called for. 

Mr. Kenna quoted from the message of Pres- 
ident Grant to the house of representatives, 
dated May 4th, 1576, declining to furnish cer- 
tain information which he said related exclu- 
sively to the executive function. He also read 
a letter from Mr. Sherman, when secretary of 
the treasury, relating to the removal of Mr. 
Arthur from the collectorship of New York, 
the letter being addressed to Mr. Conkling 
by the chairman of the senate committee. 
In that letter Mr. Sherman said that to make 
an official reply would compel him to disclose 
matters contained in papersof a confidential 
character filed in the department, and require 
him to discuss questions ‘‘totally immaterial 
to the nominations sent to the senate.” Also 
that “no law requiresthe president to give 
reasons,” etc. After citing other illustrations 
Mr. Kenna stated what he believed to be sim- 
ple truth, namely: that one question at issue 
here was whether the present chief executive 
should be allowed, in the fulfillment of his ob- 
ligations tothepeople, to administer the gov- 
ernment through agencies of his own, of his 
own choice, or be compelled by 
the obstructive power of the ma- 
joiity of the senate to administer 
and be responsible for the government through 
agencies not of his ownchoice. And not only 
sp, Lut ageticies lacking his confidence, and in 
a multitude of cases actually interested in 
bringing bim and his administration into dis- 
repute. The issue after all was whether the 
democratic administration should appropri- 
ately perform its fanctions in the face of the 
negative obstructive majority on the other 
side of this chamber. [Applause in the gal- 
leries, which drew from the occupant of the 
chair (Mr. Blackburn) the admonition that 
evidences of approval or disapproval were not 
allowed. | 

The veople, Mr. Kennacontinued, were un- 
able to change their officials except through 
the executive. When the people elected Gro- 
ver*Cleveland to the presidency it was for the 
purpose of effecting such a changeas would 
make the government conform to the popular 
will—it was that former marshals and collec- 
tors and postmasters and consuls and minis- 
ters should go, sofar as necessary—and that if 
necessary to carry out the purposes of govern- 
ment in good faith, then that they should all 
go. Mr. Kenna then discussed! the question of 
sound civil service, in connection 
with Mr. Cleveland’s$public utterances, com- 
paring these utterances with the declarations 
of early authorities on our government, pat- 
ticularly Jefferson, and finding, he said, Mr. 
Cleveland’s declarations in no way disparaged 
by comparison. He also examined and ana- 
lyzed the constitutional power of the president 
to emove officers, reading from many histor- 
ical authorities to sustain his point that it 
was solely a question forthe executive. He 
then took up Mr. Blaine’s new book, “Twenty 
Years of Congress,’ and read a number of 


‘spicy extracts from it on the tenure of office. 


The writer of that work, Mr. Kenna said, 
came witbin a thousand votes of being the ob- 


ject of this “warfare” on the executive power, 


for of course the war would have come all the 
Sane. 

The galleries relished the extracts, though 
haidly more so than the senators—occupants 
of both the floor and galleries indulging in 
considerable laughter over Blaine’s caustic com- 
ments on statesmanship involved in the pas- 
sage and the attempted repeal of the tenure 
of cftice law. 

In conclusion Mr. Kenna said: 

When President Cleveland assumed function of 
the office of chief executive of the government I 
do not believe there is a citizen in this land who 
bad any reason whatever to doubt that he came to 
the discharge of the duties of that high office de- 
termined, aS far asin him lay, to devote a conser- 
vative and patriotic oppitons onsto the discharge of 
his duties. I believe I speak within bounds when I 
say that this whole country knew thatthe onegreat

INVESTIGATING THE PAN ELEC- 
TRIC AFFAIR. 


Meeting of the Committee to Investigate the Scandal 
~Mr. Pulitzer, of the New York World, on the 
Stand, Relates How the Matter Was Pub- 
lished—The Rogers Testify. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—The special com- 
mittee of the house charged with the investi- 
gation of the Pan-Electric matter met today. 
Mr. Boyle, of Pennsylvania, chairman. Joseph 
Pulitzer, of the New York World, and a mem- 
ber of jthe house, was first examined, Mr. 
Millard of the committee first stating that Mr. 
Pulitzer was examined at his own request 
and had not been subpoenaed 
by the committee. Mr. Pulitzer said his 
pame had been connected with publications 
touching certain telephone stocks. He assumed 
responsibility for the publication of those facts. 
“J, and IT alone, solely am responsible and no 
one else is,” said Mr. Pulitzer. “No human 
being bas tried to influence me in any manner 
whatever. I donot know a human being to- 
day, so far as I am aware, who is a stockholder 
or interested inthe Bell telephone company. 
| had no motive other than that arising from 
a feeling that a publication of these facts was 
in the nature of news and in the nature of the 
publicservice.” The publication instead of be- 
Mg cither bastily and carelessly ventured upon 
had been very carefully considered. He had 
the manuscript for three months in his pigeon 
holes before he published it. His correspond- 
eut at Washington who had furnished the 
manuscript had been instructed frequently da- 
ring that time to ascertain whether the matters 
therein stated were true or not. Only after he 
had ascertained from the correspondent that he 
had made every effort to verify the correctness 
of the statements; only after repeatedly em- 
phasizing that desire on his part te make sure 
that everything was correct. and only when 
the hope he entertained that certain gen- 
tleman—imore particularly one gentleman 
—might rid himself of the‘$possession of 
stock which, while not involving 
any venality at all, did seem to him an act of 
impropriety or of public indiscretion; only 
when that hope entertained for three months 
had been disappointed aud he had felt assured 
that matters were correct; only then had he 
published those records, as they might be 
termed. In his further testimony Mr. Pulitzer 
said his Washington correspondent, T. C. 
Crawford, bad obtained letters which the 
World had published from the Rogers, father 
and sop, to whom nothing had been paid for 
them. Rogers had given them to the World's 
correspoudent. 

Mr. Casey Young was next called. but he in- 
sisted that the Rogers should first be exam- 
ined, 

J. H. Rogers, inventor, took the stand. He 
said the original transfer of his patents, about 
twenty in number, had been made to Messrs. 
(sarland, Harris, General Johnson, J. D. C. At- 
kins, and Casey Young, in March I{ar- 
ris was not then"a member of the senate. Mr. 
Garland was. Governor Brown of Missouri 
came in afterwards. Noneof the gentlemen 
named had paid anything for their shares. 
The stock had been sold to either parties whom 
Rogers named for cash,among them Senator 
Vest. The company expected to 
derive an income from the _ sale fof 
state rights, royalties and a proportion of the 
loca! stock. The National Improved telephone 
company had caused to be published attacks 
upon Rogers, and the latter had asked his as- 
sociates to come out in a card defending him. 
This they had declined to do, and deeming 
himself aggrieved, Rogers had taken toa 
World correspondent the album in which he 
had preserved all correspondence that it might 
be published and constitute his vindication. 
The Garland opinion, of which much had been 
said. was giventoa man named Myers, who 
negotiated for Indiana right. Witness said 
the stock had no market value, only a specu- 
lative value.

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IN THE HOUSE. 


Mr. Weaver Wants a Rule Changed—Other 
Business. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—In the house, on 
motion of Mr. Morrow, of California, a resolu- 
tion was adopted accepting the invitation of 
the senate that the house attend in a body the 
funeral services of the late Senator Miller, to 
be held in the senate chamber at noon tomor- 
row. 

Mr. Weaver, of Nebraska, asked leave 
offer the following preamble and resolution 

Whereas, Nearly every congress embraces at 
least one crank, and whereas, the present congress 
is no exception to this rnle; and, whereas, it 
should not be in the pipe: of anidiot, insane man 
or crank to prevent the consideration of any meas- 
ure: therefore, 

Resolved, Thatthe rules of this house be so 
amended that itshall require at least two members 
to object tothe consideration of a bill, 

The reading of the resolution was greeted 
with applause, but Mr. Springer, of Illinois, 
objected to it on the ground that it was not re- 
spectful to the house.

A LONG BRANCH WONDER. 


The Heroine ofa Seaside Sensation Identi- 
fied at Washington. 

WASHINGTON, March 12.—Mr. §. F. Em- 
mons, an official in the United States geologi- 
cal survey, has filed a petition in the equity 
court here to have a jury appoiated to iaguire 
into the sanity of his wife, and to determine 
how her estate shall be managed should she be 
found insane. Accompanying his petition are 
two affidavits from two leading physicians 
here, certifying that sheis insane. Mrs Em- 
mons has been a noted figure in Washington 
for several years. She has been 
the subject of a great many myste- 
rious paragraphs in the newspapers 
through her eccentricities. Inthe first place 
she has always defied every form of conven- 
tionality, although she has never done any- 
thing toinjure her good name in any way. 
She has simply been wild and apparently fond 
of sensation. She came to Washington several 
years ago and made a great stir on the street 
by her driving a pair of handsome, showy 
horses. The horses were spirited and strong, 
and required very good handling. She varied 
her performances upon the road with the team 
by occasionally appearing as an equestrienne 
performing breakneck feats as a rider. 

She very much interested President Arthur 
by her bold riding up and down the road back 
of the white house, where she used to go to 
exercise her horses. The president at that 
time became so much interested in her riding 
that many romances were spun concerning 
her. There was no mystery about it in re- 
ality, for she never made any attempt to con- 
ceal ber identity. She was the woman who 
made such a sensation at Long Branch last 
season by appearing upon the beach in an 
oricntal suit as a bathing dress. She was 
arcom panied by a great St. 
Bernard dog, a colored servant and a maid. 
Then she attracted a great crowd upon the 
beach. She remained there the greater part 
of the afternoon engagedina fight with the 
buthing-master, because he would not permit 
her dog to go in the water with her. She re- 
fused to patronize the beach after that, and 
made but one later appearance gin her orien- 
taldress. Her last costume was a blue jacket, 
a pair of broad flaming red trousersand sharp- 
pointed white French kid slippers. 

She left Hildreth’s West End hotel about 11 
o'clock one stormy night on account of some 
difficulty with the managers of the hotel. She 
tuok aservant and packed her transintoa 
calriage aud drove through a thunder storm 
fiiteep miles up the beach to some other hotel.

the California Anti-Chinese 


Convention. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal., March 12.—The state 
anti-Chinese convention at yesterday’s session 
adopted the following resolution: 

That no man now directly employing or patron- 
izing the Chinese shall be placed on the committee 
of resolutions. 

The stringency of this resolution nearly 
created a difficulty, as owing to the absence of 
white labor all employers in California have 
been dependent on Chinese labor. The good 
sense of the chairman, who had already made 
up the committee, prevented trouble, and all 
the members of the committee, representing 
the best and most influential interests of the 
Pacific coast, were accepted. A committee was 
appointed to prepare a memorial to congress 
setting forth the evils from which the en- 
tire Pacific coast suffers from Chinese 
labor, The memorial was presented last even- 
ing. Itisalong document, embracing aout 
10,000 words, and isareview of the whole 
Chinese question, from its infancy to the 
present moment. A long platform was adopted, 
directed to discouraging the employment of 
Chinese labor and driving them from the state. 
A resolution to boycott all employers of 
Chinese labor was discussed up to one o'clock 
last night, when amid tremendons cheers, the 
platform as presented was adopted. Ex-Senator 
Sargent, who had strongly opposed the boycott 
clause, immediately informed the chairman of 
his withdrawal from the convention, which 
then adjourned.

LABOR WéAR. 


; An Exciting Scene onthe Iron Mountaia Railrsad— 


Correspondence Between Receiver Brown and 
Mr. Powderly—The Texas Pacific Trou- 
ble—Other Strikes in the Country. 
V——_—_—_—————— 

Sr. Lovis. March 12, Noon.—The officials 
of the Missouri Pacific railway succeeded in 
making up a freight train this morning with- 
out encountering any serious opposition from 
the strikers, and at 1:45 o'clock it left Eigh- 
teenth street for the south. The St. Louis 
and San Francisco trains are today running 
over the Missouri Pacific tracks without op- 
position. 

The Mirsouri Pacific is advertising for men 
without regard to their relations to organiza- 
tions, offering the same wages as last year. 

The freight train which left here about ten 
this morning was made up at Fourteenth 
street, and was manned by Engineer O'Neil 
and Fireman McColin. Police Sergeants 
Campbell and Bree and three patrolman were 
also on the engine,and Detective Furlong 
with several of his men were onthe train. At 
Ewing avenue Engineer O'Neil left his engine 
in response to calls from the crowd, anda 
shert distance further on the fireman aban- 
doned his post. At the company’s shops 
Superintede ut Kerrigan procured the services 
of Engineer Haggarman, and the train started 
again. At Compton avenue a fireman, said to 
be a son of Haggarman, was picked up, and 
the train then proceeded on its way to Kansa3 
City. Haggarman, the engineer, is said to be- 
long to the Brotherhood, but has not been 
woiking since Christmas, and it is reported 
that he is in bad odor with his brethren. The 
police left the train four miles ontand re- 
turned by a passenger train. The crowds in 
the yards hooted and sneered at the train as it 
passed along, but no interference was offered. 

AN EXCITING CHASE, 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., March 12.—At1030a 
freight train ran by the switch engine, left the 
lron Mountain depot and reached Benton, 
twenty-five miles south, at noon. The passen- 
ger engine which was to take the St. Louis 
train was captured at the round house by 
strikers and sent after the freighttrain. The 
freighttrain was overtaken at Benton and dis- 
abled, whenthe strikers started back toward 
Little hock with passenger engine. At May- 
ville, 10 miles south of city, they waited on a 
side track for the prssenger train to goby. 
‘The train came alongand when the last car 
had pessedthey threw the switch open and 
dusted out in the direction of Little Rock. 
United States Marshal Fletcher and several 
deputies were on the passenger train accom- 
panied by Sergeant Wheeden, The track was 
cleared for the switch engine, oflicers got 
aboard and pursued the strikers, both reach- 
ing and dashing past the depot under full 
headway. While passing bridge pursuing en- 
gine caught and made fast tothe strikers’ 
engine and the oflicers began climbing aboard 
ordering thefstrikers to stop. They refused 
and on reaching the north side of bridge sev- 
eral of the strikers jumped off,and the officers 
began firing. About 50 shots were fired, and 
ove of the strikers named Sullivan was shot 
in the leg severely and was captured. Seven 
others beside Sullivan were Cap- 
tured, and officers are in pur- 
suit of the fugitives, about eighteen in num- 
ber. The captured strikers were released on 
bonds, and tonight everything is quiet, 
although considerable excitement prevails. 

THE TEXAS AND PACIFIC, 

Fort? WortTH, Texas, March 12.--An official 
order has been issucd to all points on the 
Texas and Pacific, stating that all classes of 
freight, including live stock, will be received 
for points on the Texasand Tl’acific railroad 
and for peints beyond, except points on the 
Missouri Pacific lines. The feeling against 
the strikers is growing stronger here. Freight 
is moving on the Texas and Pacific and Santa 
Fe roads. The strikers are very quiet and no 
trouble is feared. 

Fort Worvn, Tex., March 12.—The Texas 
end Pacific railroad is open tonight from New 
Orleans to El laso. 

PECEIVER BROWN AND MR. POWDERLY.

The marshal has had several 
officera of the railroai company sworn in as 
deputies. The mayor's special police appointed 
to guard the shops, retired, and the marshal 
is in peaceable possession tonight. No}iistur- 
bance hes yet occurred.

Destructive Fire Near the City—Railroad 
Freight Rates. 

CoLumBEus, Ga., March 12.—[Special.]—The 
ginbouse belonging to Mr. C. R, Illges, in 
Rueeell county, Ala., was destroyed by fire 
this morning, about two o'clock, together with 
all the machinery, one bale of cotton and 3,100 
bushels of cotton seed.

Esst Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia Railroad 
vs, Wright & Co. Case, from Glynn. Car- 
riers. Railroads. Damages. Negligence. 
Contracts. (Before Judge Mershon.) 

Hall, J.—1. Where goods were shipped by 
steamer from Baltimore, Md., to Savannah, 
Ga., and thence by 4 connecting railroad to 
Brunswick, and on their arrival it appeared 
that a portion ef the goods had been abstract- 
ed, and the rai!road tendered their value, bat 
this was refused, because the c.nsignees a!so 
claimed damage to the goods from salt water 
during the voyage, Which was contested: 

Held, that the items for damage and for 
less of goods were severable; and the tender 
was proper,and should have been accepted. 

2. Where it was conceded that the damage 
to the goods occurred during the ocean voyage 
and was complete before their delivery to the 
railroad, the liability of the latter to the con- 
signees therefor would depend upon the con- 
tract of affreightment between the steamship 
If the steamship 
company was not liable, and the railroad com- 
pany would have no recourse on it, the rail- 
road company would not be liable to the con- 
signecs. 

(a.) Where the bill of lading issued by the 
steamship company provided for an exemption 
from injury resulting from “blowing” of 
bilge water upon the goods, and from other 
perils of the sea, and the evidence showed that 
the injury resulted from such “blowing” of 
bilgewater, occasioned by the rolling and toss- 
ing of the vessel, and there was no evidence of 
negligencé either in the stowage of the goods 
or in allowing any unusual quantity of bilge- 
water to collect, a veraict finding for the 
plaintitits for the amount of damage so oceca- 
sioned was contrary tolaw.

(c.) Opinions of witnesses offered as ex- | 


perts, that damage to goods was occasioned by 

negligence, isnot admissible, and if admitted 

should not weigh against positive testimony to 

facts instead of conclusions, 69 Ga., 506. 

(d.) Where the evidence leaves it in doubt 
whether the damage was occasioned by the 
ordinary perils of the sea or by the negligence 
of the company,.and where there is an exem)- 
tion inthe bill of lading from the injury 
occasio:ed by such perils, semble that the 
plaintifis cannot recover. If they wou'd 
protect themselves from the damage resulting 
from this cause, they should have obtained a 
marine policy of insurance. 69 Ga., 437, 441: 
55 Id., 268. 

(e.) The verdict in excess of the shortage is 
contrary to law and unsupported by evidence, 
and is set aside: for the amount of the short- 
age it must stand. But plaintiffs must nay 
costs both in the superior court and in this 
court.

Hall, J.—Neither under the general law 
nor under tne special statutes applicable to 
the county court of Sumter county, does any 
reason appear for interfering with the vower, 
prerogative and duty of the county solicitor in 
prosecuting cases transferred from the supe:

ferred. 

2. In cases of misdemeanor the solicitor- 
general of the circuit is entitled toa fee of five 
dollars for each person prosecuted to trial, or 
who pleads guilty, or for each 
bill of Indictment he draws, 
whetherit is found true or ignored by 
the grand jury.

THE striking laborers in the west are oecca- 
sionally furnishing delightful sensations to 
the people of the states in which they are 
operating. For instance, the flight of the 
engine yesterday in Missouri, and the pur- 
suit by the officers, was accompanied by 
thrilling details, and, of course, varied the 
monotony of the strike. 


A Very Serious Matter. 

The death of another federal prisoner in 
Fulton county jail, which occurred on yes- 
terday, brings up the number of those who 
have died in that jail, or from meningitis 
contracted there, to four within ten days. 
There are still others who are sick. This is 
a very serious matter. It practically makes 
confinement in that jail, certainly for this 
class of prisoners, about half way ejual toa 
death sentence. 

Asa matter of course, we do not blame 
the officials of the jail. The testimony is 
clear that the jail is properly kept; thatit is 
cleanly and warm, and that the food is of 
reasonably good quality. The trouble seems 
to he with some fundamental condition of 
the jail. It is said that the closenessof the 
cells, the overpowering steam heat and the 
confinement produces this fatal fever on the 
mountaineers who have been accustomed to 
bracing air and constant out-of-door exercise. 
Be this as it may, it is clearly the duty of 
the authorities to protect the prisoners. It 
must be remembered that these men are not 
necessarily criminals. Many of them are in 
jail waiting trial, and may be proved inno- 
cent. 

Those who are convicted of illicit distill- 
ing are not criminalsin the usual sense of 
that word. They are mountaineers who are 
brought to believe that moonshining is not 
acrime. It certainly is not a crime to be 
compared to murder or to arson, and yet 
here are four of these men so imprisoned that 
they are attacked with swift and incurable 
disease, and die betore they have shaken off 
the prison air. It is likely that in a few 
months Fulton county jail will be as healthy 
for these menas any other jail in the state. 
Until that time they certainly should not be 
imprisoned here. 


Music in Atlanta, 

The entertainment given by the Atlanta 
Musical association, on Thursday evening, 
undoubtedly satisfied all present that, not 
only has a competent musical director been 
engaged, but that this city contains plenty 
of singers who can after proper training 
handle even the most difficult oratorios. The 
eoncert in question was the result of not 
much more than one month’s practice. A 
year’s practice is therefore full of promise. 
Fortunately for the city’s reputation and for 
al] concerned the association includes among 
its backers many of the strongest and best 
business men in the city, and may be con- 
sidered one of our permanent institutions. 
It has certainly started well, and we have no 
doubt that before its first half-season—for no 
instruction was undertaken until the present 
year—is closed every music-lover among our 
people will be proud of its achievements and 
possibilities. 

Atlanta has not kept pace with the musi- 
cal cultivation of the time, and now that we 
have a nucleus, a rallying point, it should 
be sustained, and well sustained. There 
are no grounds of complaint on that score 
thus far. 


A Narrow Gauge Senator. 

Our esteemed friends, the republican or- 
gans, allude to the recent speech of Senator 
Edmunds interms of the highest praise, 
They say it is unanswerable, and undoubted- 
ly they are right, for there is nothing in it 
toanswer. The issue between the president 
and the senate is a very simple one, and it is 
this: Is the president called upon to ask the 
advice and consent of the senate in making 
removals or suspensions? 

This is the issue which senator Edmunds 
has argued in his labored style, and it is the 
only issue. The argnment of Mr. Edmunds 
. devoted to showing that a removal is not 

suspension, nor a suspension a removal. 

' This is too plain to dues ottanees No- 
body has ever confused a suspension with a 
removal, nor is any onelikely to doso. The 
argument of the distinguished senator runs 
all along this line, around it and through it, 
and be crosses his own track as often and as

ay 


upnecessarily as arattlesnake during the 
dogdays—a period when venomous reptiles 
are supposed to be blind. 

The point that senator Edmunds avoids is 
the vital point. He no where proves, or 
even asserts, that the president in suspend- 
ing an Official is bound to ask the advice or 
consent of the senate. He no where asserts 
that a stspension cannot be made without 
the advice and consent of the great North 
American star chamber, The truth of the 
matter is that the president suspends an 
official, as he removes one, without asking 
the advice or consent of the senate, and that 
body has no more to do with his reasons for 
suspension than it has to do with his reasons 
for a removal. 

It is we]l for the reputation of Senator bd- 
munds that he carefully avoided the discus 
sion of this point, but his failure to discuss 
it showsen what a narrow strip of ground 
the repnblican majority stands. We are sor- 
rier for Edmunds than ever before, and tor 
years he has heen a spectacle for honest men 
to weep over. |

A correspondent requests us to furnish 
him with the address of ‘‘a dealer in litera- 
ture.’’ He also asks if it is the custom of 
such dealers to purchase a manuscript with- 
out seeing it. 

The first question is rather embarrassing. 
There are so mapy publishers and syndicates 
engaged in the business of buying literary 
merchandise that it might be construed as 
making an invidious distinction if we gave 
only a partial list. 

But when we come to the second question 
we feel that we are on solid ground. Of 
course ‘dealers in literature’’ purchase man- 
uscripts without seeing them. It has been 
their time-honored practice, and if they 
should ever depart from it the just indigna- 
tion of our writers would soon drive them 
back to their old methods. If our corre- 
spondent will take the trouble to examine 
nine-tenths of the publications of the day he 
will inevitably reach the conclusion that the 
original manuscripts were purchased or ac- 
cepted without being read or even glanced 
at. In no other wxy can their appearance 
in print be satisfac‘orily explained.

Discovering a Fraud. 

It is given out from Washington that the 
civil service commission, as it is now consti- 
tuted, is about to go to pieces. This would 
be a sad, sad outcome, for if we have been 
able to properly gauge the affection which 
the public has for this republican side-show, 
there would he weeping and wailing and 
gnashing of teeth should its celebrated use- 
fulness be suddenly brought to an end. 

To be sure, as the board now stands, it is 
democratic, but the democratic members are 
tenderfooted, They arecautious. They are 
conservative. They teel like a country boy 
ata Boston hotel. They feel proud if the 
elevator boy winks at them, and they are 
happy if the porter asks them what they are 
hanging around the premises for. They are 
perfectly willing to promise to be truly good, 
and in the absence of any other recognition, 
they timidly follow in the wake of Dorman 
Bb. Eaton, and make authorities of precedents 
that are thoroughly republican. 

Thus, with a commission that is supposed 
to he thoroughly democratic, we have the 
same old republican side-show. Dorman }. 
Eaton and his precedents dominate the 
affair, and the republican party continues to 
reap al] the benefits that are supposed to 
attach to the civil service reform business. 

Under these circumstances, it is no wonder 
that the democrats of the commission are. be- 
ginning to grow restless and uneasy. It is 
said that Mr. Trenholm, of South Carolina, 
who was appointed because he was a gold- 
bug, is beginning to grow tired of his job. 
Mr. Trenholm is a banker, and he is sup- 
posed to have a banking bnsinessin Charles- 
ton, but the beauties and delights of office 
overcame his domesticity, so to speak, and 
he concluded to accept the highly important 
place of civil service commissioner.

All the facts of the past are also against 
us. In conjunction with other nations we 
forced China to open her ports and admit our 
people. There are barbarians in China as 
well as in America, and in several instances 
they assaulted our people, and in every case 
China responded in damages. In 1858 she 
disbursed on our demand $643,994 to Ameri- 
can citizens residing in China. on account of 
dumages at the hands of amob. In 1870 
China settled all losses that occurred to 
Americans in the Tien-Tsin riots. In 1874 


| there was a riot at Shanghai, and every 
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American that’ suffered damages was fully 
satisfied in money, About that time ao 
American missionary at Chi-Thi presented a 
Claim for damages to his property, and the 
bill westpromptiy paid in fall. China's re- 
cord in this respect is clear and unvarying. 
The record of this country is also goo. 
We paid Spain for injury done to Spanish 


citizens by mobs at Key West and New Or-. 


leaps. This wasin]851. The mobs at these 
places were mild affairs alongside of the 
fiendish afiair at Rock Springs, in Montana 
territory. Shall we deal less justly with 
the Chinese in 186 than we did with the 
people of Spain in 1851” 

The dispatches of Minister Cheng Tsao Ja 
to Secretary Bayard in relation to the Rock 
Springs case have just been published; and 

careful reading of them shows that the Chi- 
nese minister has in no instance shown a 
want of courtesy or a want of courage. He 
has asked for justice. He demands that the 
murderers be punished; that an indemnity 
be paid, and that there shall be safety for 
Chinese in the future. 

He rests the case of his country upon the 
sense of right that be courteously says this 
government niust possess. While he recites 
ipstances of indemnity in the past, he does 
not care to rest his case upon precedents, nor 
upon points of international law that are in 
dispute. He appeals to the ‘‘high principles 
of equity and national comity.’’ He diplo- 
matically congratulates himself upon the 
fact that America has done very much to 
biing the nations of the earth up ‘‘to a high 
plain of international justice and fair deal- 
ing.”’ He seems to have some misyivings, 
however, for he courteously says that if 
America does not pay the claims arising out 
of the Rock Springs barbarities, ‘‘China 
should, in due reciprocity and international 
comity, accept and practice’’ the principle 
thus laid down. This may not mean that 
the bill of China will be collected from 
American interests in China on the spot, but 
itcertainly does mean that China will not 
hereafter make yvood any losses that Ameri- 
cin residents may sustain in Chinese riots. 

The Chinese claim of indemnity should be 
settled, not as the president suggests, but as 
asimple act of justice. We should doas we 
would be done by. China does not ask for 
a gift or gratuity; she wants what is due her 
people, and she wants security against future 
outruges. There is nota shadow of a reason 
why every demand of Minister Ju should 
not be met and satisfied.

The Cause of the Gulf Stream. 
From the New York Herald. 

It has been recently reported that there is a 
plan on foot by the prince of Monaco to launch 
certain floats to ascertain the cause of the Galf 
stream, and it is said that the cooperation of the 
British authorities in this scientific project bas been 
asked. Whether the observations made in pursu- 
ance of this object serve to clear up definitely all 
questions of the dynamical origin and propagation 
of the Ginif stream, or whether they ioral solve 
some Of the di=puted points, the scheme {n itself 
desery es encouragement. 

Bottle experiments, to ascertain the velocity and 
course of the Gulf stream, fail to give exact infor- 
mation, because the hottie, being exposed to the 
winds as well as the enrrent. gives a mixed record. 
But floats Might be constructed so as to be almost 
totally submerged, leaving so little surface ex posed 
tothe wind that the foat would move with the 
current, in the teeth ofthe wind. Ifthe theory be 
sound thatthe winds alone cause the gulf stream, 
it would make no difference how much of the float 
isleftexposed. Tint thietheory is discredited, if 
nat tnterly exploged, by the wee known my Amen 

wo conti currents flowing in opposite direc- 
tions are — in the same ocean area. 

It is therefore ali impertant to such an inquiry 
as the prince of Monaco proposes that floats are 
used whieh will be wel) pigh imsensible to wiad 
agency, and will respend so'cly tothe impulse re- 
ceived from the moving mass of water. If the re- 
searches are carried on with floats of this design 
there is little doubt that they will prove highly in- 
structive.

Other Criminal News of the Day. 


BATON RovGF, La., March 12.—The governor 
this morning received a telegram from Sheriif 
Butler, of Orleaus parish, saying: 

“Ford and Murphy attempted suicide this morn- 

swallowins poison. They are in a stupor 

in a‘comatos: condition, e doctors believe 

the attempt a failure, but Caunot say how long it 
may take to restore them to consciousness. Should 
they not revive before the hoor tixed, shal! I exe- 
eute the warrant notwithstanding?’ 

The governor replied: 

“Yes, goon with the execution. 
warrant.” 

Ford and Murphy were hanged at 12:51 
o'cloek.

THE LAW CARRIED ovr. 

NeW ORLEANS, March 12.—Preparations for 
the execution began at 12:03 o'clock. when 
the yard and corridors were cleared of pris- 
eners. Both men were lyivg in their cells. 
Murphy was in the same semi- 
conscious state, and although his eyes 
wandered in all directions, be could not under- 
Stand what was going on. (uly once did he 
give evidence of sensibility, and then he held 
out his hand to Patand endeavored to shake 
hands with him. It was only for an instant, 
for he once more relapsed into unconscious- 
ness,and this notwithstanding that emetics 
caused him toejecttbe poison. It was of a 
greenish hue, and after careful examination, 
was provounced to be powdered bella- 
donna, At 12:35 the arms and _ legs 
of the two men were pinioned while they 
Were inarecumbent position. Six witnesses 
were sworn in by Sheriff Butler and the death 
Warrant was read to ears without hearing and 
to eyes without sight. The men were carried 
to the scaffold at 12:45. Itwas indeed a mis- 
erable spectacle. Atthe vallows they were 
placed in a sitting position with their backs to 
the wallto give them support. Nearly all 
present involuntarily turned away from the 
sickening sight. some even having to nervé 
themselves against a fainting fit and to hold 
fast to the balcovy rail for support. Fortu- 
mately there was not long to wait. It needed 
only a few minutes, or seconds rather, for the 
executioner in domino and mask to adjust 
the ropés and black caps, 
He then as quickly re-entered 
his cage. Almost instantly the sharp ‘swish’ 
of the axe was heard as it cut the rope, and 
simultaneously the trap fell. The bodies shot 
downwards eight feet, rebounded with a jerk 
and then fell back stretching the cords to their 
utmost tension. Death was instantaneous. 
The bodies were allowed to hang for 25 min- 
utes, and were then cut down. Ati1:15 p. m., 
same jury which witnessed hanging viewed 
bodies and gave verdict of death by Sanelec. 
The necks of thetwo men were dislocated. 
The bodies were taken charge of by the Ford 
family. 

The poisoning and hanging of Murphy and 
Ford isthe theme of conversation tonight. 
At half past twelvethis morning a religious 


‘service was held in the chapel by members of 


St. Vincent DePaul society. At two o'clock 
themen became unusually calm. At 2:50 a. 
m. Pat Ford said he was tired, and he and Mur- 
phy went to their cells, accompanied by depu- 
ty sheriffs and reporters, They entered the 
cells, bade a goodnight, and were left alone. 
The men appeared to be sleeping soundly at 
7:30, when called, Efforts to arouse them ree 
vealed their condition. They were lying on 
their backs. Ford was breathing 
very loudly. Murphy appeared 
asifinacalm sleep and Ford’s stentorious 
breathing wascontinuous. Hecould not be 
aroused. Murphy became conscious and was 
asked how he felt, and replied: “Very bad.” 
A tremor immediately passed over him, and 
he again became unconscious. The attendants 
thought the rigor mortis was approaching and 
close at hand. Two pieces of paper were found 
in the cell which had evidently contained a 
drug. The terrible condition of the nren from 


_ effects of the poison taken and the emetics ad- 


ministered prevented;Rey. Father Callahan 
from giving them the iast sac- 
rament. Sheriff Butler in an interview 
stated that he had taken every precaution to 
guard against just what had happened. He‘had 
made provision not only against the admission 
of any person but also against any attempt at 
any rescue. When the death warrant was re- 
ceived he had without giving condemned any 
reason for act, removed everything from their 
cell, This was done for fear that poison or 
some Other means of taking life might be se- 
ereted. He also refused to allow any cigars or 
other luxuries to be sent them bv persons out- 
side. A rigid investigation would be made as 
to how the poison was conveyed to the men. 
It seems that the rain last night caused the 
ropes to stretch so that when thedrop fell 
Murphy’s feet touched the pavemen and Ford’s 
feet almost touched it. This circumstance, 
bowever, did not add to the horrors attending 
the executionsas the necks of both men were 
broken by the fall. 

In Ford’s vest pocket was found the follow- 
ing letter: 

NEW ORLEANS, March 11, 1886.—At night.—To 
the good Sisters of Mercy and all my religious 
friends: I cannot bear the terrible disgrace I bring 
on my innocent ofispring. ! don’t deserve this 
terrible ending. My enemies have triumphed this 
time. ‘Baker and Cunningham, I leave you my 
eurse; to the balance my blessings. I have been 
despondent today. I will answer all to my God. 
Dr. Holland and C. H. Parker, it is your time next. 
So, dear sisters, forgive me, as well as all. Cood 
by. (Signed) P. H. Forp,

WORSE FOR THE PREACHER. 
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The Evidence Tightening Around the Fay- 
etteville Defendant, 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 12.—[Special.]— 
The seduction trial at Fayetteville, Tenn., drew a 
packed house again today.

The Indiana Outlaws Who Answered to Judge 
Lyoch for Their Crimes. 

SHOALS, INp,, March 12.—[Special.]—The 
recent lynching of the three Archers is 
still the talk of the town. Thomas, John and 
Martin Archer have been notorions outlaws 
and murderers in Martin and Orange counties 
for many years. They laughed at the law and 
the ofticers, who were afraid to prosecute them. 
live years ago the Archers murdered Thomas 
bunch, a farmer, in Martin county. Bunch’s 

y was thrown in Lost river, bt the Arch- 
ers, becoming alarmed lest the body be discov- 
ercd, took it out, and committed a still more 
horrible ang dastardly crime by putting the 
body into a sawmill boiler, where it wasallow- 
ed to remain until the flesh cooked off, aud 
nothing was left bunt the bones, What remain- 
cd of the body of Bunch was then buried in 
a graveyard, in which place it remained until 
® few mouths ago, when the Archers again 
grew alarmed and exhumed it, and, it is sup- 
posed, burned it. 

The people of Martin county finally became 
desperate and resolved to bring the Archers to 
justice. Three months ago, after a desperate 
struggle with them, the three Archers, John 
Lyuch and two or three others belonging to 
the gang, were arrested by officers and incar- 
cerated in-the Martin county jail, at Shoals, 
Ind, Eversince that time there had been 
many threats of hanging the whole gang, but 
the officers were vigilant and kept the mob 
down. 

Just at the time the officers thought the ex- 
citement had died away a strong but deter- 
mined mob of 100 men made a visit to Judge 
Lynch, whom they foreed to disclose the 
bloody history of the Archers. Lynch gave 
& most graphic account of all the crimes the 
Archers and himself had committed, with the 
assurance that the mol would spare his life. 
This confession of Lynch was made in the 
Martin county jail, and fearing he would be 
mobbed anyway, Lynch demanded to be re- 
moved, and he was secretly taken to the 
Daviess county jail, where he is now. 

Thomas Archer was sixty years old, and his 
brother, Martin Archer, was forty-five. John 
Archer wasasonof Martin and was about 
twenty-five years old. They have been the 
scourge ofboth Martin and Orange counties, 
and have so terrorized the community in 
which they lived that the people did not know 
when they retired for the night whether they 
would be murdered or not. They never failed 
to inflict vengeance for evena fancied slight, 
and many farmers in Orange and Martin coun- 
ties have lost much by being robbed of catile 
or having their houses burned down, 


SUICIDE IN BIRMINGHAM. 


Maker Sends a Ball Into His 
Brain. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Mareh 12.—[Special.]— 
This afternoon John Wilson, a pattern maker 
at Williamson’s foundry, committed suicide by 
shooting himself in the head with a pistol. 
Wilson residedwith A. B. Truss, with his wife. 
He has been despondent several days. Today 
he left work and went home before dinner and 
talked{with his wife. He took a light dinner, 
anid complained. He went to his 
room with his wife. He said 
to her please leave mea little while. I want 
tosleep. You will talk to me too much if you 
remain within the room.” She went into an 
adjoining room and entered into an animated 
conversation with Mrs. Truss, A report was 
heard. Both ladies rushed into the room. Wil- 
son was lving on the floor with blood stream- 
ing from a bullet hole over the right ear. Mrs. 
Wilson picked up the pistol at his right hand 
on the floor and burst in tears. The suicide 
had deliberately walked to the bureau, 
taken the pistol from the top 
drawer, looked at bimself, put 
the pistol in his mouth, pulled the trigger and 
fell backwards, where he was found, before 
the glass. No cause is ascertained for the 
deed. Hewasa good mechanic aud received 
good pay and lived with his wife happily. He 
was an Englishman, thirty-three years old and 
had been in Birmingham three years. 

A negro named Henry Wood, who lived 
near here with his family, was found dead in 
his bed with his hand clutched to his throat 
this morning, by his wife. He was complain- 
ing last night, and secured from some druggist 
twelve black, murderous looking pills. He had 
taken three. The body was buried. The 
coroner will have it exhumed tomorrow, and a 
post mortem examination made, It isthought 
the pills did the work, and will be fully inves- 
tigated.

It is estimated that over 1,"00,000 tags will 
be used this year in connection with the in- 
spection of fertilizers in this state. As it 
takes ten bags to a ton, it will be seen that 
this estimate is based nvon the sale of 130,000 
tons of fertilizers in Georgia during the seas- 
on. Last year about the same number of tons 
were sold: in this _ state. Up to date 
1,409,000 tons have been used. 

In January the outlook was anything but 
encouraging to dealers in commercial fertilizers, 
one of them describing the situation at 
time as being “bilious.”

Certainly 
the government will spare no pains aul ex- 
pense in capturing and punishing him. 

John N. Merritt was born in Hall county, 
some for or five miles south of Gainesville, 
about forty-two yearsago.. He was raised at 
the oli homestead by parents who always held 
a bigh place among the most respectable and 
worthy citizens of the country. He grew up 
under such training to be a study,honest,brave 
and public spirited man, and has in all the re- 
lations of life, whether as a soldier or citizan, 
con brother. husband, father or 
fricnd, borne himself in such manner as to win 
the love and respect ofall. lie was one of the 
best und most useful citizens, and the entire 
community join his aged parents, his brothers 
and sisters, and his grief stricken widow and 
orphans in mourning his untimely and das- 
tardly taking off. Social and kindly in dispc- 
sition, brave and unflinching in the discharge 
of duty, uncompromising and firm wherever 
principle was involved, justand honorable in 
his dealings, and ina worda good man and 
a Christian gentleman was John N. Meritt.

The more one réads the opinions of the 
Tnited States press on this play, the more heis 
convinced that itis a remarkably strong one and 
one of the most successful of this season.
